cent, in 12 southern states.

The Southern Pulp 
wood Conservation Association 
of Atlanta, Ga. reports that of 
the above figure the pulp and 
paper industry own 12 million 
acres or 6.3 percent of all south- 
ern forest lands. 

Governmental agencies, inclu- 
ding federal, state, and muni- 
cipal, own 16,700,000 forest acres 
or 8.5 percent of the southern 
ownership.

The industry, nat- 
ionaily, gets 84 percent maxi- 


mum use of its forest lands as}

The pulp 
and paper industry rates even 
higher in the southern region, 
petting 96 percent maximum use 
of its forests. 

According to the Southern 
Pulpwood Conservation Associ- 
ation, the pulp and paper in- 
diustry owns 12 million acres of} 
forest lands to safeguard its raw 
material supply necessary to its 
more than two billion dollar in- 
vestment in 67 southern pulp 
and paper mills. When these 
lands grow a full crop of trees, 
it is estimated a sustained yield | 
cut will provide 50 percent of 
he total pulpwood requirement 
The remaining trees will be pur- 
chased on the open market, pri- 
marily from farmers and small 
landowners.
